REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT 


To  the  Patrons  and  Members: 

The  Constitution  of  The  Mount  Sinai  Training  School  for 
Nurses  provides  for  a  Biennial  Meeting,  and  for  the  presentation 
at  that  meeting  of  a  report  by  the  President. 

This  report  on  the  work  which  our  Institution  has  accom- 
plished during  the  two  years  which  have  elapsed  since  our  last 
previous  meeting,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith. 

We  are  glad  to  be  able  to  record  an  increase  in  the  benefits 
bestowed  upon  the  community  by  the  Training  School,  caused 
by  a  broadening  in  the  character  and  extent  of  its  activities.  No 
review  of  these  activities  would  be  complete  without  mention  of 
one  phase  of  them  which  affords  us  particular  satisfaction.  This 
phase  lies  in  the  constant  and  steady  enlargement  of  our  gradu- 
ates' spheres  of  usefulness.  The  horizon  of  the  trained  nurse  is 
no  longer  bounded  by  the  walls  of  the  sick-room ;  she  wanders 
far  afield  on  her  mission  of  uplifting  the  humble,  enlightening 
the  ignorant  and  succoring  the  sick  and  suffering.  The  district 
work  of  our  nurses  now  includes  the  instruction  of  the  poor  in 
the  principles  of  sanitation  and  hygiene,  and  the  administering 
of  medical  relief  to  them  in  their  homes.  At  the  opposite  end 
of  the  social  scale  there  is  also  a  growing  demand  for  nurses. 
Many  of  them  find  regular  employment  in  caring  for  the  children 
of  wealthy  families,  the  number  of  those  so  employed  keeping 
pace  with  the  growing  appreciation  of  medicinal  knowledge  as  a 
factor  in  preserving  health. 

Within  the  boundaries  of  our  Institution  itself,  also,  a 
gradual  expansion  has  made  itself  felt.  When  we  took  posses- 
sion of  this  building  about  five  years  ago,  we  thought  we  had 
ample  accommodations  for  a  long  time  to  come.  But  the  Hos- 
pital's work  expanded  so  rapidly  and  so  materially  that  an 
addition  to  the  nurses'  quarters  was  soon  found  to  be  imperative. 
This  condition  was  met  in  1908  by  the  decision  of  the  Board  of 
Directors  to  add  two  stories  to  the  Training  School  Building. 
We  look  to  the  completion  of  this  work  in  about  two  weeks,  and 
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the  nurses  will  then  be  relieved  of  the  present  inconvenient 
necessity  of  living  in  neighboring  apartments. 

We  have  averaged  about  170  pupil  nurses  in  our  School  for 
the  past  two  years.  Most  of  their  practical  work  is  done  in  the 
Hospital's  Wards  and  in  the  Private  Pavilion.  Besides  this,  they 
are  receiving  obstetrical  training  in  the  Sloane  Maternity  and  in 
the  Lying-in  Hospital ;  some  are  employed  in  -the  milk-room 
attached  to  the  Hospital,  others  in  the  supply-room,  and  quite  a 
number  in  the  operating-rooms.  Three  hundred  and  fourteen  of 
the  School's  614  graduates  are  now  engaged  in  active  nursing. 

The  Alumnae  Association  of  The  Mount  Sinai  Training 
School  for  Nurses,  composed  of  graduates  of  our  School,  holds 
monthly  meetings  in  the  Training  School  parlor,  and  thus  remains 
in  touch  with  its  Alma  Mater,  In  connection  with  this  Associa- 
tion, a  special  fund  has  been  organized  among  its  members, 
known  as  the  'Tension  Fund  of  the  Mount  Sinai  Alumnae  As- 
sociation," to  which  all  members  of  the  Association  in  good 
standing  are  eligible.  The  object  of  this  fund  is  to  provide 
pensions  for  members  who  have  been  engaged  in  nursing  for  a 
period  of  20  years.  Some  of  the  Directors  of  our  School,  and 
of  the  Hospital,  have  aided  the  Officers  of  the  Alumnae  Associa- 
tion in  obtaining  subscriptions,  and  the  Pension  Fund  today 
amounts  to  about  $35,000.  Although  this  fund  is  not  under  the 
direct  supervision  of  the  Training  School  for  Nurses,  and  has 
no  direct  connection  with  it,  I  make  mention  of  it  because  the 
Mount  Sinai  Training  School  for  Nurses  is  the  first  institution 
of  its  kind  whose  graduates  have  established  such  a  pension 
system. 

The  Class  of  1908,  38  in  number,  held  their  Commencement 
exercises  on  May  14,  1908,  and  were  addressed  by  Rev.  Dr. 
Wright.  The  succeeding  Class,  with  44  members,  was  gradu- 
ated on  March  17th,  1909,  and  addressed  by  Miss  Spencer. 

During  the  year  1908,  720  applications  were  received  for 
admission  to  the  Training  School,  of  which  108  were  accepted ; 
only  59  of  those  admitted,  however,  remained.  In  1909,  665 
applicants  handed  in  their  papers,  102  probationers  were  ad- 
mitted to  the  School,  and  of  these  36  were  dropped. 
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The  Registry  answered  2,320  calls  during  the  year  1908, 
and  2,639  calls  during  the  year  1909.  Although  nearly  all  of 
our  graduate  nurses  doing  private  nursing  are  registered  with 
our  School,  there  are  times  when  it  is  difficult  to  secure  the 
services  of  one  of  them  for  private  duty.  This  is  only  because 
the  Mount  Sinai  nurse  is  popular  all  over  the  city;  at  times  the 
demand  for  her  is  so  great  that  it  becomes  necessary  to  supply 
graduates  from  other  schools. 

FINANCES. 

Our  chief  item  of  support  is  our  income  from  the  Mount 
Sinai  Hospital  for  the  services  of  our  pupil  nurses  in  the  Wards 
of  the  Institution.  Our  receipts  from  annual  contributions  has 
again  decreased.  As  we  lose  some  of  our  members  in 
the  course  of  time,  either  through  death  or  resignations,«*and 
therefore  more  active  interest  should  be  taken  in  the  securing 
of  additional  contributors.  Our  income  from  memberships  in 
1908  was  $9,300,  and  during  the  year  1909,  $9,180.  I  make  an 
urgent  appeal  to  our  friends  to  aid  us  in  the  work  of  the  Mem- 
bership Committee,  so  that  we  will  gain  at  least  as  many  new 
contributors  as  we  lose  old  ones. 

During  the  year  1908  we  received  a  donation  of  $10  from 
Mrs.  Henrietta  Sternberger.  In  1909,  Mrs.  Sternberger  again 
favored  us  with  a  donation  of  $10,  in  memory  of  April  11th. 
Besides  this,  we  received  a  legacy  of  $500  from  the  Estate  of 
Sigmund  Rosenwald,  and  were  furthermore  favored  with  a  check 
for  $500  from  a  Director  of  our  Institution,  who  does  not  desire 
his  name  recorded.  I  extend  herewith  my  personal  thanks  and 
the  thanks  of  our  Board  to  those  kind  donors  who  have  remem- 
bered our  Institution  so  generously. 

SPECIAL  DEDICATION. 

At  a  regular  Meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  held 
on  November  25th,  1908,  Paragraph  XIII  was  added  to  our 
By-Laws,  which  paragraph  reads  as  follows : 
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"An  endowment  for  the  establishment  of  any  special  fund 
may  be  accepted  by  a  resolution  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 
Such  funds  may  be  created  either  for  a  special  purpose,  in 
which  event  the  income  therefrom  shall  be  devoted  to  said 
purpose  only,  or  under  the  name  of  one  or  more  persons,  in 
which  event  the  income  therefrom  shall  be  devoted  to  the 
general  purposes  of  the  Society.  Such  endowment  funds  shall 
be  kept  by  the  Treasurer  as  special  accounts.  Additional  con- 
tributions to  existing  funds  may  be  made  at  any  time,  but  no 
fund  shall  be  created  with  an  initial  endowment  of  less  than 
$1,000." 

At  the  same  meeting  a  check  was  received  amounting  to 
$2,000  for  the  establishment  of  the  "Kalman  and  Harriet  F.  Haas 
Endowment  Fund." 

Our  colleague  and  friend,  Mr.  Albert  W.  Scholle,  made  an 
addition  of  1  $1,000  3>i%  New  York  Central  &  Hudson  River 
Railroad  Co.  bond  to  the  Lillie  Stern  Scholle  Fund  in  1908,  and 
a  further  addition  in  1909  of  a  $1,000  4%  Chicago,  Rock  Island 
&  Pacific  bond.   This  Fund  now  consists  of  the  following  bonds : 

$2,000  3y2%  N.  Y.  C.  &  H.  R.  R.  R.  Co. 

$1,000  4%  Chicago,  Rock  Island  &  Pacific  R.  R.  Co. 

$2,500  4%  New  York  City. 

The  income  from  these  bonds,  amounting  to  $135  in  1908 
and  $162.50  in  1909,  was  used  in  accordance  with  the  wishes  of 
the  donor,  to  provide  entertainment  and  recreation  to  the  pupils 
of  our  School. 

I  hereby  acknowledge  with  thanks,  the  receipt  during  the 
past  two  years  of: 

A  number  of  books  and  magazines  from  various  friends  of 
our  School;  pictures  from  Mr.  M.  Fatman;  two  water  colors, 
one  piano  and  piano  stool  from  Mrs.  Kalman  Haas ;  vases  and 
ornaments  from  Mr.  A.  W.  Scholle;  tickets  for  the  Hippodrome 
for  a  number  of  our  nurses  from  Dr.  J.  Brettauer,  and  theater 
tickets  from  Dr.  A.  V.  Moschcowitz. 

Many  kind  friends,  and  particularly  some  of  our  Directors, 
have  provided  the  students  of  our  School  with  opportunities  for 
entertainment  and  relaxation,  thus  giving  them  pleasure  and 
affording  them  new  avenues  of  interest.    I  wish  to  make  special

mention  of  Mr.  Isaac  Stern,  who  placed  his  yacht  "Virginia"  at 
the  disposal  of  our  nurses  on  several  occasions  during  the  past 
two  summers. 

Our  thanks  are  also  due,  and  herewith  extended,  to  Mr. 
Thorley,  who  very  generously  furnished  the  floral  decorations  at 
the  Graduation  Exercises.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 


To  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Mount  Sinai  Training  School 
for  Nurses. 

Gentlemen  : — 

In  presenting  the  twenty-seventh  annual  report  of  the  Train- 
ing School  for  Nurses,  I  beg  to  state  that  six  hundred  and  four- 
teen nurses  have  been  graduated  since  the  establishment  of  the 
school.  Of  this  number,  the  majority  are  engaged  in  private 
duty,  though  many  are  to  be  found  in  representative  institutional 
positions. 

This  year  has  been  marked  by  the  establishment  of  new  and 
enlarged  departments  of  Hospital  work.  The  re-opening  of  the 
Dispensary  has  given  the  nurses  a  rare  opportunity  along  the  line 
of  assisting  in  the  treatment  of  out  door  patients,  and  we  have 
found  them  most  enthusiastic  concerning  this  part  of  their 
training. 

The  Social  Welfare  Department,  with  two  social  workers  and 
a  pupil  nurse,  has  been  a  boon  to  all  who  came  under  its  guidance. 
The  nurse  has  had  the  opportunity  of  visiting  the  patients  in 
their  homes,  caring  for  them,  advising  them  along  the  lines  of 
better  methods  of  sanitation  and,  in  cases  of  infant  feeding,  shown 
the  mother  how  to  prepare  the  proper  nourishment  for  the  child. 

The  opening  of  a  Cystoscopy  Room  under  the  direction  of  a 
graduate  nurse  has  lightened  the  duties  of  the  ward  nurses  in  this 
regard.  All  patients  are  cystoscoped  in  this  department  instead 
of  in  the  wards  as  formerly. 

A  new  departure  has  also  been  made  in  the  Private  Operat- 
ing Room  in  having  a  graduate  nurse  as  instrumentaire,  where 
formerly  one  of  the  staff  acted  in  this  capacity. 

We  are  glad  to  announce  that  the  Training  School  has  been 
enlarged  by  the  addition  of  two  floors,  so  that  all  the  nurses  may 
be  housed  under  one  roof. 
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The  Commencement  exercises,  Classes  of  1909  and  1910, 
were  held  March  17,  1909,  and  March  2,  1910,  respectively,  in 
the  School  Building.  Mrs.  Anna  Garlin  Spencer  delivered  an 
inspiring  adddess  to  the  class  of  1909,  while  the  Honorable  Ed- 
ward Lauterbach  addressed  the  Class  of  1910  in  his  usual  able 
manner.  Through  the  courtesy  and  kindness  of  Mr.  C.  A. 
Wimpfheimer,  the  graduating  class  and  the  faculty  were  provided 
with  handsome  flowers,  which  added  very  much  to  the  attractive- 
ness of  graduation. 

The  nurses  have  been  especially  fortunate  in  being  allowed 
the  privileges  of  "The  Brownery,"  a  rest  home  in  Orange,  where 
they  may  go  to  recuperate  after  illness  or  lengthy  duty. 

The  Lillie  Stern  Fund  has  given  much  pleasure  to  the  nurses, 
and  the  various  parties  which  Mr.  Stern  and  Mr.  Haas  have  made 
possible  have  been  greatly  appreciated.  To  the  many  other  kind 
friends  who  have  provided  opportunities  for  entertainment,  we 
would  give  our  most  hearty  thanks. 

We  most  gratefully  acknowledge  the  theoretical  lectures 
given  to  the  pupil  nurses  by  the  Attending  Staff,  and  would  also 
place  on  record  our  appreciation  of  the  services  of  Dr.  Brill  and 
those  others  of  the  Surgical  Staff  who  have  cared  for  the  nurses 
when  ill. 

It  is  earnestly  hoped  that  this  School,  so  long  established,  may 
still  continue  to  be  a  force  for  good  in  the  community  and  a  refuge 
in  time  of  need  to  the  sick  and  suffering.

The  undersigned,  citizens  of  the  State  of  New  York,  and 
of  the  United  States  of  America,  all  being  of  full  age,  desiring 
to  form  a  charitable  society  under  the  Act  of  the  Legislature  of 
the  State  of  New  York,  passed  in  the  year  1848,  entitled  "An 
Act  for  the  Incorporation  of  Benevolent,  Charitable,  Scientific 
and  Missionary  Societies,"  and  the  Acts  amendatory  thereof,  do 
make  and  file  this  certificate. 

Article  I.

Mount  Sinai  Training  School  for  Nurses."

Chapter  138.  Laws  of  1896. 

AN  ACT 

For  the  relief  of  The  Mount  Sinai  Training  School  for  Nurses, 
and  to  legalize  its  incorporation. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  folloivs: 

Section  1.  A  copy  of  the  certificate  of  incorporation  of  The 
Mount  Sinai  Training  School  for  Nurses,  of  New  York,  in  the 
county  of  New  York,  filed  and  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  clerk 
of  the  county  on  March  twenty-sixth,  eighteen  hundred  and 
eighty-one,  certified  by  such  clerk,  may  be  filed  in  the  office  of 
the  Secretary  of  State,  and  such  filing  shall  have  the  same  force 
and  effect  as  if  duplicate  certificate  had  been  previously  filed;

and  the  filing  of  such  copy  shall  be  deemed  a  full  compliance 
with  chapter  three  hundred  and  nineteen  of  the  laws  of  eighteen 
hundred  and  forty-eight,  entitled  "An  act  for  the  incorporation 
of  benevolent,  charitable,  scientific,  and  missionary  societies,"  and 
the  several  acts  amendatory  thereof  and  supplemental  thereto ; 
and  upon  the  filing  of  such  copy,  the  incorporation  of  "The  Mount 
Sinai  Training  School  for  Nurses"  is  hereby  legalized,  ratified, 
and  confirmed  as  of  March  twenty-sixth,  eighteen  hundred  and 
eighty-one.

Constitution  and  By-Laws  of  the  Society  as  amended  Feb- 
ruary 23,  1885;  November  14,  1889;  October  7,  December  11, 
1890;  April  18,  1896;  March  12,  December  10,  1903;  March  10, 
1904;  January  11,  1906;  February  18,  1906;  March  18,  1906; 
February  27  and  November  5,  1908. 


CONSTITUTION. 

Article  I. 

This  Society  shall  be  known  by  its  incorporated  name  of 
"The  Mount  Sinai  Training  School  for  Nurses." 

Article  II. 

The  object  of  the  Society  is  the  education  and  training  of 
suitable  persons  as  nurses  for  the  sick  and  the  nursing  of  the  sick 
poor  at  their  homes. 

Article  III. 

The  Society  shall  consist  of  life  patrons,  life  members, 
patrons  and  members. 

Article  IV. 

The  annual  dues  of  members  shall  be  $10  and  the  annual 
dues  of  patrons  $25,  payable  in  advance.  The  payment  of  $100 
will  constitute  the  contributor  a  life  member,  and  the  payment  of 
$250  will  constitute  the  contributor  a  life  patron. 
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Article  V. 

The  dues  from  life  patrons  and  life  members,  legacies  and 
donations  amounting  to  or  exceeding  the  sum  of  two  hundred  and 
fifty  dollars  shall  be  received  by  the  Treasurer,  and  shall  be  held 
as,  or  added  to  (unless  the  testator  or  donor  otherwise  directs),  a 
distinct  and  separate  fund,  to  be  known  as  the  Permanent  Fund, 
which  shall  be  invested  by  the  Treasurer,  under  the  direction  of 
the  Finance  Committee ;  and  the  income  derived  from  the  invest- 
ment of  such  fund  may  be  applied  and  used  for  the  current  ex- 
penses of  the  Society.  This  Permanent  Fund  shall  only  be  used 
for  the  expenses  or  other  purposes  of  the  Society  when  deemed 
necessary,  and  then  only  in  the  manner  provided  for  in  Article 
XI  of  the  By-Laws. 

Article  VI. 

The  officers  of  this  Society  shall  be  a  President,  a  Vice-Presi- 
dent, a  Secretary  and  a  Treasurer.  They  shall  be  elected  bien- 
nially at  a  general  meeting  of  the  Society,  to  be  held  every  second 
year  in  the  month  of  May.  All  vacancies  shall  be  filled  by  the 
Board  of  Directors  for  the  unexpired  term. 

Article  VII. 

The  Society  shall  be  managed  by  a  Board  of  sixteen  mem- 
bers (not  less  than  nine  of  whom  shall  be  selected  from  the 
Directors  of  Mount  Sinai  Hospital),  who  shall  have  charge  and 
control  of  all  matters  appertaining  to  the  Society.  The  Board 
shall  be  composed  of  the  Officers  named  in  Article  VI  and  twelve 
Directors,  four  of  whom  shall  be  elected  at  each  biennial  general 
meeting  of  the  Society,  for  a  term  of  six  years. 

Article  VIII. 

The  Board  of  Directors  shall  hold  stated  meetings  on  the 
third  Sunday  in  each  month,  excepting  in  the  months  of  July 
and  August,  or  such  other  day  as  may  be  designated  by  the  Board 
of  Directors.  Special  meetings  of  the  Board  may  be  called  in 
manner  provided  for  in  Article  I.  of  By-Laws.  A  majority  of  the 
Board  shall  constitute  a  quorum  at  all  meetings. 
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Article  IX. 

The  President  shall  appoint  all  the  Standing  Committees,  as 
provided  for  in  the  By-Laws  of  the  Society.  He  shall  also  fill  any 
vacancies  that  may  occur  in  such  committees  from  time  to  time. 

Article  X. 

The  President  of  the  Society  shall  appoint  three  Inspectors 
of  Election  for  the  biennial  meetings,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
guard  the  pools  at  the  election  of  Officers  and  Directors,  and  to 
record  and  present  a  certified  report  of  the  result  of  such  elections. 

Article  XI. 

The  Constitution  and  By-Laws  of  the  Society  may  be  altered 
or  amended  at  any  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors  by  the  vote 
of  two-thirds  of  those  present;  provided,  however,  that  one 
week's  prior  notice  shall  have  been  given  of  such  proposed  change 
or  amendment. 

Article  XII. 

The  presence  of  forty  (40)  members  shall  constitute  a  quo- 
rum at  the  meetings  of  the  Society. 


BY-LAWS. 


i. 

The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Board  of 
Directors  and  shall  call  special  meetings  at  his  discretion,  or  upon 
the  written  request  of  not  less  than  four  members  of  the  Board. 

He  shall  report  biennially  in  writing  to  the  Society,  stating  * 
the  conditions,  etc.,  of  the  institution,  and  shall  make  such  sug- 
gestions as  the  welfare  of  the  Society  requires. 

ii. 

The  Vice-President  shall  perform  the  duties  of  the  President 
in  the  absence  of  the  latter.  He  shall  also  act  as  Chairman  of  the 
Executive  Committee. 

in. 

The  Secretary  shall  keep  the  minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  all 
meetings  of  the  Board  of  Directors  and  of  general  meetings  of 
the  Society,  and  shall  perform  the  duties  appertaining  to  this 
office. 

IV. 

The  Treasurer  shall  receive  and  take  charge  of  the  funds  of 
the  Society,  and  shall  give  bonds  to  be  approved  by  the  Finance 
Committee.  He  shall,  under  the  direction  of  such  committee,  in- 
vest all  surplus  funds,  and  shall  make  written  monthly  reports  to 
the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  condition  of  the  treasury,  and  writ- 
ten reports  to  the  general  meetings  of  the  Society. 

He  shall  pay  no  moneys  except  on  the  order  of  the  President, 
and  shall  pay  all  such  moneys  by  checks,  the  stubs  of  which  must 
show  the  amount  paid,  to  whom,  and  on  what  account. 

v. 

At  the  first  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors  subsequent  to 
each  biennial  meeting  of  the  Society,  the  President  shall  appoint 
the  following  committees : 
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An  Executive  Committee  to  be  composed  of  the  Vice-Presi- 
dent and  six  members. 

A  Finance  Committee  to  be  composed  of  three  members. 

A  Committee  on  Rules  and  Legal  Matters  to  be  composed  of 
three  members. 

A  Committee  on  Nurses  and  Instruction  to  be  composed  of 
five  Directors  and  of  the  Medical  Board  hereinafter  mentioned. 

The  Committee  on  Nurses  and  Instruction  shall  organize  as 
soon  after  its  appointment  as  practicable  by  the  election  of  a 
chairman.  The  chairman  of  the  Medical  Board  shall  serve  as  the 
secretary  of  this  committee. 

It  shall  keep  minutes  of  its  meetings  and  report  regularly 
to  the  Board  of  Directors  at  each  stated  meeting  of  the  Board. 

A  Committee  on  Membership  to  be  composed  of  seven 
members. 

A  Committee  on  House  and  Purchasing  to  be  composed  of 
three  members. 

A  Committee  on  Nomination  of  Officers  and  Directors  to  be 
composed  of  five  members. 

A  Committee  on  Out-Door  Service  to  be  composed  of  three 
members. 

VI. 

The  Medical  Board  of  the  Training  School  shall  consist  of 
three  members  of  the  Medical  Board  of  the  Hospital.  Their 
names  shall  be  proposed  by  the  President  of  the  Medical  Board 
of  the  Hospital,  and  when  they  are  confirmed  by  the  Board  of 
Directors  of  the  Training  School,  they  shall  constitute  the  Medi- 
cal Board  of  the  Training  School. 

VII. 

An  Auxiliary  Committee  consisting  of  eight  ladies  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  Board  of  Directors,  who  shall  assist  them  in  the 
supervision  of  the  household  and  economic  matters  of  the  Train- 
ing School.  This  committee  shall  select  its  own  chairman,  who 
shall  make  monthly  reports  to  the  Board  of  Directors. 
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VIII. 

The  Committee  on  Nominations  of  Officers  and  Directors 
shall  consist  of  five  members  of  the  Board,  other  than  those 
whose  term  of  office  shall  expire  at  the  next  general  meeting  of 
the  Society.  This  committee  shall  present  to  the  Board  of  Direc- 
tors the  names  of  such  nominees  as  shall  have  received  a  majority 
vote  of  said  committee.  All  such  names  shall  be  confirmed  by  the 
Board  before  presentation  at  the  annual  meeting.  The  committee 
shall  be  authorized  to  have  the  names  thus  selected  printed  on  a 
ballot  for  use  at  said  general  meeting  of  the  Society. 

IX. 

In  case  of  death,  resignation,  disqualification,  or  neglect  of 
duty  on  the  part  of  any  Officer  or  Director  the  Board  of  Direc- 
tors may  declare  his  place  vacant  and  appoint  his  successor  to 
serve  until  the  next  biennial  meeting,  when  the  office  shall  be 
filled  for  the  unexpired  term. 

The  place  of  any  Officer  or  Director,  who  shall  have  been 
absent  without  satisfactory  excuse  from  three  successive  stated 
meetings  of  the  Board,  may  be  declared  vacant  by  a  majority  vote 
of  the  Board  of  Directors. 

x. 

The  Board  of  Directors  shall  control  the  management  of  the 
School,  shall  have  the  power  to  appoint  and  remove  the  Superin- 
tendent and  all  other  employees  of  the  School,  and  shall  deter- 
mine the  salaries  of  all  nurses  and  subordinates. 

XI. 

Whenever  it  may  be  deemed  necessary  to  use  for  the  purposes 
of  the  Society  any  portion  or  all  of  the  Permanent  Fund,  notice 
of  the  amount  which  it  is  proposed  to  use  of  such  fund  must 
be  sent  to  the  Officers  and  Directors  at  least  one  week  prior  to 
a  meeting,  at  which  meeting  two-thirds  of  the  Officers  and 
Directors  present  must  assent  before  any  portion  of  such  Per- 
manent Fund  can  be  used. 
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XII. 

Honorary  Directors  may  be  elected  from  those  who  have 
served  as  Directors  of  the  Training  School  for  not  less  than  ten 
consecutive  years. 

Elections  for  such  Honorary  Directors  shall  be  made  at 
the  first  meeting  of  the  Board  subsequent  to  that  at  which  the 
nominations  were  made.  Two  or  more  dissenting  votes  shall 
prevent  the  election  of  any  nominee. 

Honorary  Directors  shall  have  the  right  to  be  present  at 
all  meetings  of  the  Board  and  to  participate  in  the  discussion  of 
matters  before  it,  but  shall  not  be  entitled  to  vote. 

XIII. 

An  endowment  for  the  establishment  of  any  special  fund 
may  be  accepted  by  a  resolution  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 

Such  funds  may  be  created  either  for  a  special  purpose,  in 
which  event  the  income  therefrom  shall  be  devoted  to  said  purpose 
only,  or  under  the  name  of  one  or  more  persons,  in  which  event 
the  income  therefrom  shall  be  devoted  to  the  general  purposes 
of  the  Society. 

Such  endowment  funds  shall  be  kept  by  the  Treasurer  as 
special  accounts. 

Additional  contributions  to  existing  funds  may  be  made  at 
any  time,  but  no  fund  shall  be  created  with  an  initial  endowment 
of  less  than  $1,000. 

The  order  of  business  at  the  biennial  meeting  shall  be  as 
follows : 

First — Reading  of  the  Minutes. 

Second — President's  Report. 

Third — Treasurer's  Report. 

Fourth — Reports  from  the  Medical  Board. 

Fifth — Communications. 

Sixth — Unfinished  Business. 

Seventh — New  Business. 
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GENERAL  STATEMENT 

The  Mount  Sinai  Training  School  for  Nurses,  established 
in  1881,  offers  a  course  of  instruction  to  women  desiring  to  enter 
the  nursing  profession. 

The  School  building  is  a  separate  structure  within  the 
grounds  of  the  Mount  Sinai  Hospital,  Fifth  and  Madison  Ave- 
nues, 100th  and  101st  Streets,  New  York  City.  The  rooms  for 
the  nurses  are  comfortable,  well  heated,  lighted  and  ventilated, 
and  the  building  is  modern  in  all  its  appointments. 

EQUIPMENT 

The  Mount  Sinai  Hospital  affords  exceptional  advantages 
for  the  education  of  nurses.  The  new  buildings,  having  been  but 
recently  erected,  embrace  the  most  modern  and  improved  features 
of  hospital  construction.  It  is  one  of  the  largest  hospitals  in  the 
city  and  contains  490  beds  for  the  sick.  Its  service  is  varied, 
having  general  medical,  surgical  and  children's  wards,  in  addi- 
tion to  special  wards  devoted  to  the  care  of  patients  suffering 
with  Gynaecological,  Dermatological,  Neurological,  Ophthalmic, 
Aural  and  Genito-Urinary  diseases. 

It  embraces  a  Private  Pavilion,  eight  Operating  Rooms,  and 
a  large  Dispensary,  thus  offering  unsurpassed  opportunities  for 
thorough  practical  experience  in  all  kinds  of  nursing.  By  ar- 
rangement with  the  Trustees  of  the  Sloane  Maternity  and  of  the 
New  York  Lying-in  Hospitals,  the  pupils  receive  a  three-months' 
course  in  Obstetrics  at  these  famous  institutions.  Instruction  in 
properties  and  preparations  of  foods,  with  their  application  to 
the  needs  of  the  sick,  is  given  in  a  diet  kitchen,  equipped  for 
teaching.  The  opportunity  of  District  Nursing  is  granted  to  a 
limited  number  who  desire  that  experience. 
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REQUIREMENTS  FOR  ADMISSION 

Candidates  wishing  to  enter  the  School  must  apply  per- 
sonally or  by  letter  to  the  Superintendent  of  the  Training  School. 
Those  applying  should  send  in  a  letter  giving  a  personal  history, 
and  enclosing  a  statement  from  some  responsible  person,  testify- 
ing to  good  moral  character,  and  one  from  a  physician  certifying 
to  sound  health  and  unimpaired  faculties. 

Applicants  must  be  between  twenty-one  and  thirty-three  years 
of  age.  They  must  have  a  thorough  English  education,  and 
women  of  superior  education  and  cultivation  will  be  preferred. 

TERMS  OF  ACCEPTANCE 

Students  are  admitted  in  the  Spring  and  Fall,  in  classes, 
for  a  preliminary  term  of  three  months. 

If  the  record  of  the  student  should  prove  unsatisfactory 
during  the  first  six  months,  her  connection  with  the  School  may 
be  terminated  by  the  Superintendent  of  the  Training  School. 
At  any  subsequent  time  the  Board  of  Directors  may  dismiss  a 
pupil  upon  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Nurses  and 
Instruction,  for  misconduct,  inefficiency  or  failure  to  develop 
qualities  befitting  the  nursing  profession. 

ALLOWANCE  FOR  EXPENSES 

The  pupils  receive  board,  lodging  and  laundry  from  the 
date  of  entrance.  After  the  expiration  of  two  months,  an  allow- 
ance of  $8.00  per  month  will  be  given  for  the  entire  term  of 
three  years.  This  allowance  is  made  to  defray  the  expense  of 
uniforms,  text-books  and  stationery. 

VACATIONS 

A  period  of  three  weeks  is  allowed  each  pupil  at  or  near  the 
end  of  her  first  and  second  years.  These  vacations  are  planned 
so  far  as  possible  to  occur  between  the  first  of  June  and  the 
last  of  September,  and  occasionally  in  December. 
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SICKNESS 

In  sickness  all  pupils  are  cared  for  in  the  Hospital  by  one 
of  the  Attending  Physicians  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Directors. 
Time  lost  through  illness  (in  excess  of  one  month)  is  required  to 
be  made  up.  Through  the  generosity  of  one  of  the  Hospital 
Board  of  Directors,  a  room  in  the  Hospital  has  been  endowed 
for  the  benefit  of  sick  nurses  who  are  graduates  of  the  School. 

The  School  being  non-sectarian,  there  are  no  religious  ser- 
vices connected  with  it.  All  pupils  are  expected  to  attend  the 
place  of  worship  which  they  prefer. 

GENERAL  PLAN  OF  INSTRUCTION 

The  three-years'  course  is  divided  into —

The  Preliminary  Term — 

In  this  three  months  a  large  part  of  the  time  is  spent  in 
study  and  demonstration  in  the  Class  Room.  Classes  are  held 
in  which  the  pupil  is  instructed  as  to  what  are  the  essential  qual- 
ifications of  a  nurse,  and  clinics  in  the  practical  part  of  nursing, 
so  that  students  may  become  familiar  with  the  various  appliances 
and  utensils  used  in  caring  for  the  sick.  The  time  spent  in  the 
wards  is  under  special  supervision  as  to  the  manner  in  which  the 
pupil  follows  the  instruction  received  in  demonstrations  and  as  to 
her  general  fitness  of  disposition  and  temperament  for  the  work 
of  nursing. 

The  Junior  and  Intermediate  Terms — 

During  this  period  the  students  receive  instruction  in  prac- 
tical work  in  the  men's,  women's,  children's  medical  and  surgical, 
in  the  gynaecological,  in  the  eye  and  ear  wards,  as  well  as  in  the* 
dispensary. 

The  Senior  Term— 

The  practical  work  of  this  year  consists  of  attendance  in 
the  Operating  Rooms,  Private  Pavilion  and  the  management  of 
the  various  wards.  Lectures  and  demonstrations  are  given 
throughout  the  course  by  competent  instructors. 
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EXAMINATIONS 

Examinations  are  held  at  the  close  of  the  course  of  instruc- 
tion in  the  various  subjects.  These  examinations,  which  are 
both  written  and  oral,  include  practical  tests,  and  the  standing  of 
the  student  is  based  upon  the  general  character  of  her  work 
throughout  the  year,  as  well  as  upon  the  results  of  the  examina- 
tions. Students  must  pass  on  all  subjects  before  entering  upon 
the  work  of  the  following  year. 

GRADUATION 

The  diploma  of  the  School  will  be  awarded  to  those  who 
have  completed  satisfactorily  the  full  term  of  three  years,  and 
have  passed  successfully  the  final  examinations.  A  diploma  is 
also  awarded  by  the  Sloane  Maternity  Hospital  or  the  New  York 
Lying-in  Hospital  for  the  three  months'  Obstetrical  Course. 

SCHOLARSHIPS 

The  Murry  Guggenheim  Scholarship  Fund  provides  twelve 
scholarships  of  the  value  of  $100  each.  These  scholarships  are 
awarded  at  the  close  of  every  school  year  to  the  six  members  of 
the  Junior,  three  of  the  Intermediate,  and  three  of  the  Senior 
classes,  who  have  shown  exceptional  merit  in  all  branches  of  the 
work.  It  is  thus  possible  for  one  nurse  to  obtain  the  scholarships 
of  the  three  successive  years. 

NURSES'  PLEASURE  FUND 

Through  the  generosity  of  one  of  our  Trustees,  the  Lillie 
Stern  Scholle  Fund  has  been  established.  The  interest  of  this 
fund  is  used  to  provide  pleasure  and  entertainment  for  our  pupil 
nurses. 

LIBRARY 

A  reference  library  has  been  given  and  endowed  by  a  friend 
of  the  Training  School.  This  contains  books  which  supplement 
the  class  work  and  enable  any  pupil  to  pursue  advanced  study 
while  in  the  School. 
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In  addition  to  the  above  there  is  a  library  of  works  of  stand- 
ard authors.  To  this  the  nurses  have  access  at  all  times.  Mag- 
azines and  papers  supply  general  information  and  keep  the  nurses 
interested  in  current  events. 

REGISTRY 

The  Training  School  maintains  a  registry  for  its  graduate 
nurses.  There  has  been  from  year  to  year  a  steady  increase  in 
the  number  of  calls  for  Mount  Sinai  graduates.
